‘The “New Order” 


‘The Nazi conception of a new order in 
Europe entirely ignores some of the most im- 
portant ingredients. It iy a materialistic con- 
‘ception, based upon the merely physical as- 
pects of life—the desire 10 eat, to sleep, and 
fo propagate the species. By force and oppres- 
[sion they may’ temporarily induce a frame of 
mind inthe mations they conquer wheretrom 
‘everything but the prospect of the next meal 
is excluded. But nothing they can do can affect 
Jserigusly the spiritual life of those they are 
attempting to rule. The Pole, the Norwegian, 
of the Dutchman may be forced for the 
moment to conform outwardly to the “new 
"since if he does not, he will starve. 

is outward conformity docs not change 
him from a Pole, a Norwegian, or a Dutchman 
into a “new orderite.” There ‘are certain im- 
perishable features in national life that no 
Jamount of Nazi cozening con get rid of. Dr. 
‘Goebbels can preach his theories of racial si. 
Deriority, but he cannot force his hearers. to 
believe that he is right. The Pole, Norwegian, 
‘or Dutchman may never have considered him: 
self superior to. his neighbours but he has 
‘always believed himself their equal. Each one 
‘enjoys deeply rooted traditions of history, ot 
‘culture, art, and music. Each appreciates the 
subtleties ahd beauties of his own literature 
fand folk-lore, without attaching to the last 
named the signifeance of a religion, such as 
the Nazis appear to do. The “new order” as 
it has been defined by National Socialism in 
Germany is neither national nor social. Tt 
denies the right of the small nations to pro- 
ve their nationality. And it defines thelr role 
slaves to the Herrenvolk, the German people, 
‘who are alone entitled to ihe benefits of man- 
Kkind’s discoveries and progress. Except that 
the Gestapo may recognize nallonalistic ten- 
‘deneies in the conquered peoples as something 
Yo be severely repressed, the Nazis take no 
notice of the imperishable factors which go to 
‘make up a nation. They measure humanity by 
lis willingness fo undergo any sort of degrada- 
Yon In order to be sure of its next meal. They 
faven measure their own people by the same 
standard. How great their mistake will prove 
fo be can only be decided by the events which 
will follow. Napoleon was "responsible for the 
truism that an army marches on its stomach, 
Dut he was also a commander who attached the 
greatest importance to moral. He never allow- 
ed himself to be deceived by the mere 
physical factors in warfare, as have the Nazis, 
Nevertheless, it was as much a collapse of 
moral as it'was milifary defeat that resulted 
in the destruction of the Napoleonic empire. 





























Hider can only offer to his followers the pro- 
spest of being a ruling nation, He can say to 


them, you can sit back and order the world to 
do. your bidding. if you are vielorlous. The 
‘wealth of the world will be at your disposal, 
But he’ cannot promise that they will be ina 
condition to enjoy it, if they ever get it.

In 
his review of the war situation, Mr, Winston 
Churchill, ‘the Prime Minister, said; "The 
Mediterrénean feet Js today relatively strong- 
er compared 1o the Ialian navy than it wi 
fore the battle of Cape Matapan, There is 
no question whatever of our naval position in 
the eastern Mediterranean being prejudielally 
affected.” Thiat Js a clear statement. Tt ig quite 
possible that losses in the Agean may Increase 
during. the next few days, since it I vital that 
the Germans be prevented from landing 
large force of troops on Crete by sea, if the 
British defenders, already hard put (0 it, are 
to hold out, But those in charge of strategy in 
that part of the world can be relied upon to 
decide what risks shall be taken in order to 
Inflict_n decisive de.eat upon the Nozi army, 
Unlike the Nazi High Command, the British 
count the cost. With them it is no mere matter 
of" prestige, or of being able to inspire banner 
headlines tn their own press, as it is with the 
Nazis, If the defence of Crete proves to be 
‘more costly than it is worth, then the British 
‘can be expected to withdraw. On the other 
hand, the Naziy cannot withdraw. In thelr 
case it is literally conquer o die. So far they 
have ‘not conquered, and plenty of them have 
dicd. But they seem’ fo be entirely careless of 
their losses.. More men are being poured. in 
daily, witha large proportion of them being. 
killed inthe process. But the Nazis do not 
care, By preventing the landing of troops borne 
by sea the Navy hay done a’great piece of 
‘work, “especially: when it is reealled that this 
fs only a part of the task they have on hand, 
It would be fatal if, in the preoccupations 
caused by the battle in Crote, the Nazis and 
Fascists were permitted to ‘reinforce their 
troops in the Western Desert to any large ex- 
tent. ‘That the Nazis are attempting to do 
this Js proved by the incident at Sfax, where 
an Malian transport was chased into. that 
Tunisian harbour, after having been found, 
along with an Halian destroyer escort, skulkeing 
in Tunisian territorial waters. The Navy's tasie 
in the castern Mediterranean ig an eniotmous 
fone, but there is every confidence that It will 
be able to cary it out. In addition fo pre- 
venting the landing of Nazi sea-borne reinforce 
ments, it has to convoy through difMeult waters, 
the British reinforeements and supplies which 
are being sent 10 General Freyberg, Sea-borne 
troops cannot arrive with the same speed as 
those carried by air, but they ean bring with 
them much more powerful equipment than ean 
be sent by carrier planes. It Is thus poss?ble 
for Britain, inspite ‘of distractions elsewher 
fo assist vory substantially the herole resi 
ance now being put up by the British and 
Greok’ troops who are attempting to preserve

‘Naturally there are some people in France 
‘who. believe that democracy is dead. There 
fave such people even in Great Britain, tucked 
away where they can do the least possible 
harm, and the real cause of the defeat of 
France is that it was not possible to round 
up the fifth columnists who put in such 
deadly work against the best interests of 
thelr follow-nationals and proved themselves 
guilty of a treason which is without parallel 

+ tn the history of the modern world. » There 
is a certain nalvete in Laval's appeal to the 
United States when he asks “Is America 
going to paralyse us on the way to a national 
yesurrection?” ‘The suggestion is that the 
fortunes of France can only be furthered by 
‘entrusting them to men who have betrayed 
thelr country for purposes of self-interest, 
He has admitted himself that he realizes that 
‘the people of France in the main are opposed 

+ to him and all he stands for, and it is known 
that his personal safety is secured only. 
by the support and protection which the Ger 
mans are giving him. 

In what appears to have been his perora~ 

\ tion the dismissed minister declares “This 
‘wat—perhaps én the other side you. do not 
know it—Is not like other wars. It is a 
revolution out of which we will yi 
Suvenated, reorganized and__ prosperous.’ 
‘When the intentions regarding France as con- 
tained in Hitler’s “Mein Kampf” are recalled, 
when the frankly stated German plans for a 
new order in Europe are borne in mind, it 
fs clear that M, Laval has, as the negro says, 
simply "been talkin’ wiv his out.” He has 
ullered words, mere words with no promise 
of eventual truth behind them. A victorious 
Germany intends to plan an economic system 
in which the other countries of Europe would 
be subservient to Germany, the other races 
no more but hewers of wood and drawers of 
water for the German Herrenvolk. It is! 
entirely against Hitler's intention that a new’ 
France shall arise rejuvenated, reorganized | 
and prosperous. Destruction of France and 
nothing but destruction is Hitler’s aim, for 
he has declared time: ond again that there 
ean be no peace in Europe until France is 
destroyed and deprived of all possibility of 
fighting Germany. 

‘Why Laval addressed this plea to the 
United States on the eve of President Roose~ 
vel’s anxiously awaited fireside chat is not 
apparent especially when he rejects the ideals 
‘of democracy for which the United States 
fought, and which they hold so dear. If he 
hopes to kindle some substantial response’ 
in the hearts of the people of the United 
States he will surely have failed of his 
purpose, for democrats the world over see 

"Jn the personality of Laval the embodiment 
of treason to all they stand for. It is now’ 
quite clear that if the French Government at: 
the time of the armistice instead of signing 
that ‘document had decided to continue the 
war from the French Empire the situation’ 
in’ Europe, Africa and the Near East would 
be very different from what it is now, for 
‘the Italian Empire would have been liqui- 
dated months “ago and the Allied positions’ 
‘throughout those areas rendered safe. ‘That 
























































Bismarck and the von Tirpitz forming the 
spearhead of the enemy fleet. H.M.S. Hood 
as been heavily paid for and it may be safe- 
ly said that Great Britain gains on the ex- 
change. The story of what occurred during 
‘the last few-days is interesting. Firstly, it 
demonstrates the close watch which the 
RAF. is able to maintain over the long 
coastline which Germany now occupies, 
secondly, the excellent dispositions which 
were made to meet the Bismarck and her 
consort obviously despatched to interfere 
with the stream of supplies now proceeding 
across the Atlantic to Great Britain, and, 
thirdly, the arrangements made to deal with 
the enemy eraft once contact had been madi 
‘The teamwork which ultimately wrote finis 
to the Bismarek’s very short career was in 
every way praiseworthy. 

‘There is one aspect of the whole matter 
which needs careful consideration. H.MS. 
Hood has been deseribed as the largest w 
vessel afloat, ‘That is true, but size in this 
case does not. imply strength, and when she 
encountered the ‘Bismarck she was hopeless 
ly outclassed, She engaged the enemy though 
hher officers ‘and crew knew that fact, and 
her sinking was the almost inevitable result 
of that engagement. She was as against the 
Bismarck relatively no more powerful than 
‘was the Jervis Bay against the vessel which 
attacked her. ‘The scene changed when the: 
heavier vessels of the British Navy swung 
info action, Obviously the Bismarck was 
endeavouring to seek the safety of a base 
‘on the coast of France, realizing that she in 
her turn had been out-powered, and that if! 
the British succeeded in effecting and main- 
taining contact she was doomed. Reduced to’ 
those terms, as this lengthy naval action 
must be, it is to be seen that there was no 
real ground for the despondency shown over 
the loss of the Hood any more than th 
is now for undue jubilation over the fate 
of the Bismarck. 

‘The tive strengthening of the British 
Navy as a result of the elimination of the 
Bismarck is the one important point to be 
noted. "It has been claimed that the ratio of 
battleship power has now changed from four 
to one to five to one in Britain's favour, a 
highly significant fact in view of the losses 
which have been sustained in the battle for 
Crete, though these are very considerably 
‘smaller than the fantastic claims put forward 
dy the enemy. But in this action which has 
Jed to such a gratifying success there is also 
the feature of co-operation between the fleet 
and its air arm which has also to be borne 
in mind, Without the aeroplanes it is 
possible that the superior speed of the Bis- 
marck would have enabled her to get away, 
but they not only kept her in sight, but were 
able to deal the first blows by ‘torpedoes, 
which crippled her, reduced, her speed and 
robbed her of all chance of iéaching safely. 
It is clear that, with a powerful navy, and 
fan efficient air’ force, command of the seas| 
can be maintained, and it is that command 
which will eventually bring this war to a 
successful conclusion in favour of Brita 
and her Allies. 

‘The immediate effect of this important 
success is that for the time being at least 
the Atlantic has been freed from a very 
dangerous surface raider, and the delivery 
of American war material to Great Britain 
has been rendered all the surer. It remains 
to be seen whether Hitler will risk the von 
Tirpitz on a similar venture. If he does 
the manner in which the Bismarck has been 
handled justifies the belief that it would meet 
with the same fate, for the British dispost- 
tions oppear to resemble the flinging of a 
wide net round the Bismarck which ulti- 
mately closed in on her. There can be 
nothing but admiration for the manner_in 
which the German ship met her end. She 
went down ‘fighting, without thought of 
seuttling and there will be honour for the 
brave men who sleep their last sleep within 
her iron walls. ‘There will be mourning for 
the men lost in the Hood but that will be 
tempered by the knowledge that their sacri- 
fice has not been in vain.

It President Roosevelt's fireside chat was 
as forceful as was expected, he added signi- 
ficance to his utterances by the issuance of 
a proclamation of a state of unlimited 
national emergency for the United States, 
which is interpreted by the United Press as 
placing the nation on a war footing. Tt does 
not necessarily mean that the United States 
are actually at war, or that they will be 
in the future unless German action is con- 
sidered likely to imperil American interests. 
It is perhaps unfortunate that only a précis 


it is sufficiently copious to give a very fair 
idea of the full content of what the President 
said, but there surely can be nothing more 
direct than his concluding remarks:— 

‘As President of united and defermined 
people, I solomnly say that we reassert the 
fanelent American doctrine of freedom of the 
seas. I reassert the solidarity of the Ameri- 
can Republics and the Dominion of Canada. 

‘We have pledged material support to the 
other democracies of the world. We will 
fulfil our pledge. 

‘We will. decide for ourselves whether, 
when and where our American interests have 
been attacked, or our security threatened. We 
are placing our a 
military position 
use our armed forces to repel attack. 

‘We assert our abiding faith in our Con. 
stitutional Republic as the perpetual home of 
freedom, tolerance and devotion to the word 
of God. 

There need be no misunderstanding of 
the attitude of the United States by the 
aggressor nations now. The supplies of war 
‘material will go forward to Great Britain if 
necessary under American protection. ‘That 
can be legally done because the German 
blockade of the British Isles is not com- 
plete, and the United States regarding Ger- 
man behaviour as piracy pure and simple, 
are entitled ‘in international law to protect 
their goods against depredation. President 
Roosevelt's depiction of the state of slavery 
to which the world would be reduced, if the 
‘aggressor nations were ever to gain the da; 
is no figment of the imagination. It is a 
statement of the fixed and declared intentions 
of the Nazis, and the American people as 
well as the British would rather fight to the 
death than meekly succumb to any such fate, 

But perhaps his strongest point was i 
describing the dangers with which the United 
States would be faced if the Axis were to 
win this war, ‘The American farmer would 
lose his power and dignity. ‘Trade Unions 
‘would become things of the past. Freedom 
of trade would disappear. A crippled in- 
dependence would require the maintenance 
‘of permanent conscription and the United 
‘States would be forced permanently to pour 
its resources into armaments, No clearer 
statement of the fact that the first line of 
defence for the United States is manned by 
Great Britain and her Allies could possibly 
have been made, The President with no 
searching after-effect has told the people of 
the United States of the peril in which they 
immediately stand, and as a statesman of 
the first water he has decided upon the only 
policy which can retain for his country that 
independence which is so necessary in which 
to work out its own’ destiny. 

‘Mr. Roosevelt is not carrying the war to 
Hitler. Hitler has already carried it to him, 
‘and the reply is as emphatic as could possibly 
be desired. ‘The speech is a purely defen- 
sive one, it must be admitted, but in it 
President Roosevelt faces all contingencies, 
‘and makes it quite clear what will be the 
attitude of the United States Government: in 
certain eventualities. Cost what it may, he 
declares to the whole world, the rights ‘and 
interests of his country shall be protected. 
If it is necessary in the ullimate result to 
résort to arms, the challenge will be accepted 
no matter whence it may come. Neither 
Hitler nor anyone else can now be surprised 
if in the event of aggression against the 
United States fierce and very powerful re- 
sistance is offered. Mr, Roosevelt has cleared. 
the air of any misunderstandings which 
might even at this late date have remained 
in the minds of the Governments of aggressor 
states, and the full responsibility for what 
‘ever happens in the future must rest entirely 
upon their shoulders. 

















THE BURDEN OF WAR 
May 30. 

Now that details of the White Paper issued 
by the British Government in connection 
with the last Budget are available it is 
Possible to form some idea of the burden 
which Sir Kingsley Wood, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has laid upon. the taxpayer as 
‘his contribution towards paying for this war, 
‘The reduetion of the exemption limit from 
£120 to £110 has naturally meant that a 
mich larger number of Britons are paying 
income fax than ever before, bul as the 
amount paid by this class will be returned 
as a credit after the war, they are not in 
fact losing their money but being compelled. 
to save and lend it to the Government., With 
regard to the excess profits tax the law 
is to be amended with regard to the treat- 
ment of borrowed capital arising from wasted 
assets and other matters, and, while the 
excess profits tax will be ‘at the rate 
‘of 100 per cent., 20 per cent. will be regarded 
as a credit to be returned to the payer after’ 
the war in such manner as Parliament may: 
direct, It is believed that Parliamentary: 
control of this refund will ensure that the 
money will be devoted to post-war recon 
struction. 

‘A study of the tables showing the effect 
of the application of the income tax upon. 
earned incomes ranging from £120 to 
£100,000 per annum shows that it is not 
until ‘incomes are around the £4,000 mark.

comes into operation, with the result that 
single man having’ an income of £5,000 
pays £2,837 in taxes, with a post-war credit 
of £60 while if he draws £100,000 a year 
he will pay in taxation, the enormous sum 
of £94,174 with the same credit.

In other words, while last year that 
man would have an effective income of 
£13,453, under the new Budget it will only 
amount (o £5,031 or just under six per cent. 
of his earnings, It is apparent from the 
above few figures that a great levelling 
process is in motion, and that the spread 
between the smallest incomes and the largest 
is being greatly reduced. What the general 
effect of this will be on life in Great Britain 
only the full operation of the new 
taxation over a year ean possibly 
indicate but that it will tend to a more 
modified form of living seems to be in 
evilable. Lord Kindersley, president of the 
National Savings Committee, has pointed out 
that the Budget called for—and was rightly 
designed to do so,—more drastic self-denial 
by everyone. In ‘some cases it may mean 
definite hardship. “But,” he said, “the mass 
of the people will call {o mind the sacrifices 
‘being made by our Forces on their behalf. 
We must all of us cut down our comforts 
before we think of reducing our savings: 

‘The total estimated expenditure for 1941- 
1942 is £4,206,957,000 the excess of expendi- 
ture over revenue’ amounting {0 no less than 
£2,420,597,000, What the national deb? will 
be ‘by ‘the time this war is brought to a 
victorious conclusion ‘t ulmost passes the 
capacity of imagination to conceive. One 
thing, however, is certain. ‘The manner in 
which the British taxpayer has accepted the 
new burdens, the criticism still to be heard 
tha’: all avenues of raising money have not 
Been fully explored, both suggest that 
he will carry on to the very Inst ditch no 
matter what the cost is to be, for no price 
is too high to be paid for freedom. 











BATTLE OF BRITAIN 
May 30.

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THE FOUR FREEDOMS 
May 31. 

Anthony Eden, Britain's Secretary for 
a Affairs, was ‘probably wise in giving 
the world some idea of what Great Britain's 
war alms are, though they are but slightly 
sketched in. ‘That also is, perhaps, just. as 
well for, while it may be possible to out 
Tine the’ buses upon which it is hoped to 
found the future peace of Europe, naturally 
proposals cannot be made more definite until 
it 1s Known just how the world will emerge 
from this war, Mr, Elen adopted President 
Roosevelt's “four freedoms” a phrase whlch 
may ultimately become as familiar as the 
famous “Fourteen points.” ‘They are free~ 
dom af speech and thought, freedom to wor- 
ship God, freedom from fear and freedom 
from want, ‘The frst two form the very 
heart of the democratic system. ‘They are 
liberties which were no} secured without a 
Jong and bitter struggle. They are far too 
precious to be surrendered now and Britons 
and possibly even Americans may find them= 
selves considerably extended before these 
two important rights of man are again vine 
dicated. 

‘Freedom from fear ranks as the third of 
the four. Tt must obviously be one of the 
chiot alms of this war to make certain that 
ever again shall Europe be drenched in 
blood at the behest of the megalomaniae 
leaders of the brulalitarian Powers. Security 
is what Is wanted, A. stable peace in which 
Europe can go about healing the wounds 
inflicted upon her by two grievous wars and 
a very unsatisfactory peace. “How that is to 
bbe achieved is but another of those problems 
to be associated with the coming peace, and 
it will not be solved unless. the statesmen 
of the world bring to the peace conference 
f betler understandings of the issues at stake 
‘than was the ease at Versailles, ‘The Allies 
Jost the peace after the lash war almost as 
soon as the ink on the treaties was dry. 
‘Phere were about it so many. injustices tha’ 
men Ike the Inte Viscount Esher expressed 
the gravest doubls as to whether Europe 
would then survive a auarter of a century 
of harmony, ‘Their doubis are now proved 
to have been justited in the event. 

It is in his slight indication of how it 
is proposed to secure freedom from want] 
thad Mr, Edon indicates how best freed: 
from fear may be obtained. “It is our wish,” 
he stated, “with olhers, to prevent after the 
armistice’ period of starvation, currency 
disorders throughout Europe and wide: 
fluctuations of employment, markets and 
prices which caused so much misery during 
the twenty yenrs between the two wars. 
When peace comes we shall make such re- 
laxations in our war-time financial arrange- 
ments as will permit revival of international 
trade on the widest possible basis. We shall 
hope to see development of a system of in- 
ternational exchange in which trading 
goods and sorvices will be a central feature 
‘One of the most distressing features of the 
last peace was the rapid growth of a narrow 
nationalism throughout tke world. ‘That led 
to a bitter economic struggle which is one 
fof the causes of the present war, and will 
continue to be one uniil it is superseded 
by the widest internationalism possible, 

It is through freedom from want that 
freedom from fear is to be found. Something 
has to be done to see that all peoples shall 
receive their due share of the rich fruits 
of the earth, that the results of overproduc~ 

n shall find their way into the lands where 
there are deficiencies. tis by stich as the 
countries of the British Empire and their 
Allies, touether with the United States und 
South America that it may be possible to 
devise & worldwide economie system in which 
the evils of the past shall be missing. To 
return to the former chaotic state of the 
world is, it is hoped, impossible, ‘Then con= 
trast what the democracies have to offer 
the world with what the aggressor Powers! 
seek to shackle upon it. ‘The democracies 
offer ultimate sceurity and liberty; the Axis 
Powers nothing but worldwide serfdom, the 
way of darkness as contrasted with the way 
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to offer at all comparable with that for which 
Great Britain and the United States stand; 
indeed they offer nothing at all save the 
subjurption of the world to thelr own selfish 
ends.

It may safely be assumed that when the 
Nazis contemplate something particularly 
Slthy they always get in their atrocity stories 
fret and this particular tale will undoubtedly 
be trotted out as a defence for the ghastly 
treatment which has been meted out to the 
old men, women and children unfortunate 
enough fo live on Crete. Whatever is the 
fate of Crete its defence will have served at 
least one important purpose. It has demon- 
strated the parachutist methods of the Ger- 
mans, and has shown. that even with im- 
provised defences it is possible to take a 
terrible toll of the invaders. Had the British 
‘been able to secure and maintain control of 
the air it is doubtful whether the Germ: 
would have succeeded to the extent they 
have, and judging by all that has happened 
it would seem that, so long as the British 
‘maintain mastery in the air over their own 
Islands, invasion will be well nigh im- 
possible, or at the very least only possible 
of execution at a cost infinitely greater than 
that which has been inflicted in Grete. 


















JAPAN AND THE AXIS 


June 2. 


Amongst the milder sensations arising from 
President Roosevelt's fireside chat last week 
fs the fact that he made no reference to 
US.-Japanese relations. There was no rea- 
son why he should, for the attitude’ of the 
United States Government towards problems 
in the Pacific has already been so well defined 
that it would have been entirely superfluous 
to have done so. It is a noteworthy fact that, 
following the return of Mr. Matsuoka from 
his European trip, the Japanese press remain 
ed exceptionally subdued on the subject of 
the Tripartite Pact, and there was much talk 
of seeking to effect a veltor understanding 
‘with the United States, the suggestions in- 
volving a visit by the Japanese Foreign 
Minister to the United States, or the issuing 
fof an Invitation to President Roosevelt, to 
pay a visit to Tokyo. Nothing came of either 
Idea. On Friday answering certain rumours 
in the American Press to the effect that Japan 
‘was becoming indifferent towards the Three 
Power Pact, Mr, Matsuoka averred that that 
instrument stil remained the basis of Japan’ 

foreign policy, that Japan's fundamental 
poliey bas for a long time been firmly estab- 
Hished nd has undergone no change what- 
ever. What that means only the future will 
show, but it should be borne in mind tha 
if the Japanese Government is firmly estab- 
lished ints policies, so also are the Gov- 
eriment of the United States and Great 
Britain, 

Tt follows that there can be no real bet~ 
ferment in the situation in the Pacifie so 
ong as Japan follows present trends. It 
must be obvious to any thinking Japanese 
that, so long as thelr country is so closely 
allied to the Axis, it is Impossible to reach 
the desired better understanding between 
Japan and the two great democracies, and 
‘the main obstacle to the clearing away of 
ifferences between them in this part of the 
‘world Is that Japan signed the Tripartite 
Pact last year. ‘That this was done at the 
behest of the rllitary extremists at present 
in Power In Japan does not in any way 
modify the fact that Japan has been lead to

It should now be possible for the British

with the maximum of surprise. Hitler has.

EVACUATION OF CRETE 
June 3. 


‘When it became known some days ago that| 
the RAF, had had to be withdrawn from 
Cretan acrodromes the possibility that the 
British and Greeks would have to retire from. 
the island was fully recognized. Only three: 
airfields of the several to be found in Crete’ 
were in operation, and the Germans were 
able to concentrate such superior forces over: 
them, that to get off the ground was itselt| 
fa distinct problem. ‘The decision to conduct 
whatever air defence was possible at a di 
tanee, even though this had patent disad- 
vantages, was in the circumstances a wise 
‘one, thoth obviously the defending troops 
were not likely to receive the support from 
the air which was so necessary. Tne with- 
drawal of the air force was, therefore, the 
first indication that the enemy was likely to 
prove victorious in the battle for Crete. The 
scheme of the Germans was apparent from 
the outset : regardless of the cost, and it is 
Known that the Allied forces have inflicted 
tragie losses upon the enemy, they followed 
a policy of throwing men and yet more men 
into the struggle, sacrificing life in a manner 
which has come to be expected of them. Thus, 
large numbers of highly-trained men were 
sent to the slaughter by Hitler who simply 
had to obtain a success for the sake of 
prestige. 

Despite the fact that the RAK. had to 
operate from distant bases, it was able to co- 
operate with the Navy to bring about the 
successful evacuation of the British and Al- 
ied forces from Crete to an estimated number 
of 15,000, though it is not yet certain that! 
the evacuation is complete. ‘The views of a 
senior RAF, officer on the subject of par: 
chute troops are interesting. Using about 
1,000 planes of which hundreds have been’ 
destroyed, the Germans opened hostilities 
with parachutists, whom he describes as a 
“busted flush.” It was not they who brought 
vietory but the bombers and fighters which 
captured the aerodrome at Maleme thus en- 
abling air-borne troops to effect a landing. 
Tt was those and not the parachutists who 
were dangerous. If the latter were not so 
successful in Crete as it was originally be- 
Yeved they would be, there is little reason 
to think they will prove any more efficient 
in other places"where areas are larger and 
mobility better. Consequently the ono great 
lesson which is to be devised from the en- 
gagement in Crete is that supremacy in the 
air, even local supremacy is necessary for 
the execution of any project whether of 
offence or defence, 

‘The question will naturally be asked as to’ 
why the land forces were not withdrawn| 
at the same time as the RAF. The answer 
is plain, It was their mission to make the| 
enemy pay dearly for their venture and to 

















As a time-saving manquvre, there i much 
to be sold for it. The magnificent stand of 
the British and Allied forces, and the long’ 
time they managed to hold’ fast in Crete 
has permitted the improvement of the British 
positions in other centres of war in the 
Near East. Forees and aeroplanes from East 
‘Africa have been moved for action elsewhere, 
‘the mechanized units have been overhauled 
and serviced, and the situation in Sraq has 
been cleared up. Had Hitler been able to 
reduce Crete as quickly as he thought he 
‘could there can be little doubt that he would 
hhave created much more mischiet in Iraq 
than he actually did. 

‘There’ should be no disposition to minimize 
the seriousness of the loss of Crete, but it 
is by no means as bad as it would at first 
appear. Of course the Germans are brought 
appreciably nearer to Alexandria, and the 
operations of the British navy based on that 
port may be subjected to greater inconveni- 
ence in the future than in the past, but be- 
yond that there is no question of the British 
naval position in the Mediterranean having 
been prejudicially affected, and Hitler will 
have to make much more progress before 
that comes about. Some astonishment has 
been expressed that the evacuated troops 
were not sent to the defence of Cyprus, 
which would seem to be the next German 
objective. What strength is already there is 
not known. It is anticipated that the island 
will be defended, though it has been pointed 
‘out that Cyprus'‘is not as defensible as was 
Crete, and if no more than a delaying action 
is fought there no great surprise will be felt. 





“BLUSTER AND THREATS”

‘The declaration by Admiral Francois Dar- 
lan, Vichy Vice-Premier, in which he de- 
red the stand which Vichy and that part of 
ice that follows them intend to take in 
relation to Britain and to Germany, has not 
made the powerful impression upon the Brit- 
ish that Vichy and Berlin obviously hoped. 
It has been dismissed as “bluster and 
threats.” If Admiral Darlan persists in the 
direction he is going, he will not be saving 
the French Empire’ but merely turning it 
into a German colony. In view of the fact 
that ninety per cent, of Frenchmen in un- 
‘occupied France and one hundred per cent. 
of Frenchmen in occupied France are pro- 
British, Admiral Darlan’s speech called for 
Some courage. Or is the explanation that he 
‘was goaded to desperation by his Nazi mas- 
ters, and bribed with the promise of the re- 
Tease of 5,000 old prisoners of war, with 
Some wounded and crippled men as well? 
All this girding against Britain, with its dis- 
tortion of the facts, and at times blunt un- 
truths does not sound Ii 
Frenchman, but ra 
which Goebbels and his ilk have made the 
world familiar during the last two years. His 
accusation that Britain left France in the 
lurch during the twenty years preceding the 
war is so much akin to the Nazi slogan that 
the British were ready to fight to the last 
Frenchman, that there can be no doubt as to 
Its origin, 

‘The Ministry of Economic Warfare has 
effectively spiked Admiral Darlan's guns $0) 
far as his accusations regarding British 
seizures of French ships is concerned. Ad- 
miral Darlan alleged that Britain had illegal 
ly seized 792,000 tons of French chipping, 
but the Ministry points out that Admiral 
Darlan himself admits that of this 36,000 tons 
was Free French; 142,000 tons was im- 
mobilized by order of President Roosevelt— 
with which Britain had nothing to do—and 
86,000 tons was sunk while in the direct 
service of the Germans. Tt was officially ad- 
mitted by Vichy that 250,000 tons of French 
shipping was seized by Germans in occupied 
territory. The Ministry's statement thus goes 
‘on to show that no more than 271,000 tons 
could have fallen into British hands. Against 
this, and in conformity with Nazi orders, the 
Vichy government ordered the scizure of 
200,000 tons of British and Allied shipping 
which was in unoccupied French ports, in 
North Africa, and in the French colonies. 
‘Thus is Admiral Darlan refuted out of his 
‘own mouth and out of the mouths of his 
colleagues. 

Admiral Darlan could not have made 
Vichy's position clearer than when he de- 
clared: “I am working so that France 
should recover her place as a power in 
Europe and the world. This implics that 1 
am participating in the construction of a new. 
order, this implies that I am trying to hasten 
the hour of peace......At any rata, Tam 
determined to do my duty." Has he for- 
gotten that Hitler- and his minions have 
openly declared for years that France must 
be totally destroyed? Hitler at one time 
Sought for an alliance with Britain, with some 
sort of idea that Britain might be tempted 
from the side of her French ally by some 
gigantic scheme for partitioning the world. 
France and the French empire were to be 
the victims of this suggested alliance, which 
Britain rejected with contumely. Has Ad- 
miral Darlan forgotten that Germany has 
already reduced France fo something less 
than a second class power, by means of re- 
quisitions, an endrmous sum in payment of 
the upkeep of an army of occupation, and by 
exploiting everything that the nation had 
that was worth exploiting? ‘The Germans 
































stave off their success as long as possible, 
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hhave got the French people, as a yesult of 


the armistice, in a position in which they 
can refuse nothing. It is not the fault of the 
French people that they are in this position, 
‘but the: fault of a few—some of them per- 
haps honest reactionaries, some of them 
venal, some of them cowards, and some of 
them, like Admiral Darlan whose physical 
‘courage cannot be impugned, lacking in the 
moral courage to make a greater sacrifice 
‘that honour should be saved. 

‘May 31 was a sad day for the world which 
is’ struggling for freedom and righteousness, 
and one of rejoicing for the schemers of 
Berlin whose objectives are the negation of 
everything the rest-of the world holds sacred. 
‘The second statesman of, a once great nation 
and the declared heir to the aged Chief of 
State, announced publicly his intention to 
betray the right and to make his people 
“collaborate” with the Nazis. “Collabora- 
tion” in this instance can only mean “sub- 
ordination.” The French people have not 
yet recovered from the blows which humbled 
them upon the field of battle; they have 
been duped by those who, while they talk 
of honour, do not understand what honour 
means. But one day the people wilt awake 
to their position, The power that can keep 
them down has not yet been discovered. And 
when that day comes, it will be one of 
rejoicing not only for Frenchmen but for 
all those others who have for so many years 
loved and admired France,

Action Needed 


Need for strong measures by Britain in 
‘Syria since the infltratdon of Germany into 
that French-mandated territory assumed ever- 
increasing proportions thas been expressed in 
many quarters recently. There is no doubt that 
Jsuch measures are needed, and that they must 
be taken as speedily ag possible if Brifain is 
not to be faced with another Axis fait accompli 
jin that part of the world. German comman] 
‘of Syria, which the Vichy Government ap- 
pears to be backing. more or less openly, thesé 
days, would give the Germans a fine base from 
which to aflack Iraq with its valuable oil 
supplies, to threaten Palestine and to. blud~ 
geon an almost surrounded Turkey into 
agreeing fo any demands that Hitler might 
put forward to the government of that 
country, Now that the French authoritien in 
Syria have shown their hand it is time for the 
British to do Ukewise, ‘The collapse of the 
[iragt revolt hag Weakened Hitler's hand 
somewhat in the struggle for supremacy in the 
vital oll regions of Iraq and Iran but, with 
Syria as a base in which to assemble a vast 
army and air foree, his hand would be strength- 
fened tenfold. The German victory at Crete 
‘has given Hitler air bases considerably nearer 
{to Cyprus, to Palestine and to Iraq and Iran 
than he possessed before and from this island he 
could also launch attacks on Alexandria and the 
'Suez Canal, while his troops and planes, work- 
{ing from Syria, would be able to launch’ a full- 
seale attack on British positions from that 
country. There is no doubt that the turnabout 
fof the Vichy Government in Syria has added 
[considerably othe problems to be 
solved by the British command. but there 
is mo evidence to support reports that Ger- 
man infiltration into that territory has assumed 
‘dangerous proportion, yet. If Syria is left alone 
it will assume very dangerous proportions and 
‘will endanger the position of the British forces 
in that part of the world as well as cutting off 
Turkey from the south. Of the fact that Hitler 
{intends to use Syria as a base there can be no 
doubt. It is up to the British High Command 
fo forestall that occupation and forestall it 
they can with prompt and severe action,

Tt Ig a day sacred to the memory of 
‘unnumbered hosts of heroie men. who 
through rough toil and suffering and 
vietory, have made our country great 
fnd ftée, And Jet us not forget that

‘HE activities of the Henry Lester Institute of Medical Research 
in 1940 were restricted owing to the war, but the work of 


the Institute was maintained as 


in the: previous year especially 


regarding social problems and opportunities in China according 


to the annual report of the Institute for 1940, 
physiological sciences interest was centred in nutrition, in patho. 


In the division of 





logical sciences work continued to be maintained with a reduced 
staff, along the lines organized’ by Dr. Robertson, while in the 
clinical unit a great deal of time was spent in carrying out for 
the whole hospital routine, laboratory investigations necessary for 


diagnosis and treatment. 


During the year relations with 
other institutions continued to be 
widely maintained. Dr. Read, Mr. 
Dent and other staff members played 
‘on Important part in contributing to 
the selentine and medical welfare of 
the community outside the Institute 
by public lectures, broadcasts and by 
membership of various committees, 
Although research does not court pub- 
lielty and may even be damaged by 
{ty such activity: in moderation, it was 
felt, would prevent the Institule from 
becoming too academic and, it was 

' hoped, would give-it a local’ value. 

Under the heading of directorate,

Clinical Research, 


‘The principal clinical investigations 
of the year were undertaken by Dr. 
H, C, How on nutritional deficiency 
diseases and the use of soy bean 
powder mixtures in. the feeding of 
infants and young children, Attempts 

'- algo were made with the help of Dr. 
HP. Hsu to. investigate clinically 
tases whose stool examinations show- 
fed infestation more particularly with 
helininth parasites. Tn the basal me- 
tabolism elinie, work was directed to 
the establishment of a Chinese 
normal, with the routine exemination 
‘of all ‘nurses working at the Lester 
Hospital and more recently by an ex- 
‘amination of children from a refugee 
Samp. (Considerable laboratory: in= 
vestisiations were made during the 
year. 

"The report contained a division of 
physiological sciences by Prof. B."E. 
Read, another division ot pathologi- 
eal sclonees by Dr. H. G. Earle, the 
latter embodying @ report by Dr. H. 
‘Yu on bacteriology and immunology; 
a report by Dr. C. J, Wu on hemoly- 
lie streptococel, ‘The work of the 
laboratory for tssue pathology was 
continued under Dr. L. S. Kau 
{is relations to the Lester Chinese 
‘Hospital has become more intimate 
with technical work conducted in the 
clinical unit, The work of | the 
Inboratories for parasitology under 
Dr. K, Wu, continued to be contred 
around the’ trematode. infections with 
special emphasis on, the experimental 
repetition of lite histories and the 
maintenance of hosts and parasites 
under experimental conditions. 


Laboratory, Scientific Work 

“Having decided in 1932 to estab- 
lish a Medical Research Institute in 
which teaching would be subsidiary 
to research and not designed for d 
rees or diplomas the organization of 
the Institute naturally fell into three 
Alvisions of Physiol Pathologl- 
cal and Clinical sciences, the latter 
with special relations to the Lester 
Chinese Hospital." the report states. 
“Our relations with the Hospital have 
been more intimate than with any 
other institution and this ie appro- 
priate, since jt was undoubtedly Mr. 
Lester's interest in the Shanghat Road 
Hospital which led him to provide 
not only for the Hospital but also 
for a Medical Institute. The organi- 
zation of clinical research has come 
relatively Inte in the development of 
the iological sciences ond this is 
due to the diffculties inherent in the 
fact that the interests of the patient 
who becomes a subject for research 
and of the hospital organization sur- 
rounding him, must be safeguarded at 
all costs, i 

In the case of the Lesler Chinese 
Hospital it was thought that these 
diMeculties might be overcome if the 
Institute controlled one ior of the 
Hospital for research purposes, but 
the purposes of a mission ‘hospital 
and of a research institute, both ex- 
cellent in their way, are hardly com- 
patible with use of the same nursing 
staff and hospital organization, with 
the result that some modification in 
tho original plan has become neces- 
sary, 

“The new arrangement, whereby. 
the Institute makes itself responsible 
for all laboratory services leaving 
elinieal co-operation to the good will 
fof the hospital appears towbe more 
economical for toth parties. It is 





















































essential however’ that the results of 
laboratory research should be clinic- 
ally tested and that the laboratory 
programme should be determined by’ 
flinieal needs. ‘This does not neces-| 
sarily’ mean that all laboratory re- 
‘Search must be ad hoc research. It 
ig very desirable that it should be 
fundamentally biological but the ulti- 
mate punpose of medical research 
must be Kept in view. However, in 
spite of these diMeulties sdvances in 
‘our Knowledge of clinical science 
have been made by members of the 
Clinical Unit, Dr. Plait was instru. 
mental during his ve years work 
In definitely adding to our knowledge 
‘of nutritional doficieney diseases | 
more especially in regard to the 
diagnosis and successful treatment of 
‘acute beri-beri, a disease previously 
fatal in a large number of cases. 

"On the surgical side, Dr. Gordon 
‘Thompson and Dr. Gray carried out 
a full programme of-surgical work, 
contributing to the relief of a large 
number of. patients with advances 
more particularly in the field of 
Urology. ‘Two members of the pres- 
‘ont surgical staff of the Hospital were 
trained in the surgical department of 
the Clinical Unit and were given Holt 
travelling. fellowships, from which 
they have now returned to take up 
senior positions on the Hospital staff, 


Laboratory Divisions 

“When one turns to the laboratory 
divisions of the Institute it will be 
seen that the work done has extend- 
ed over a wide fleld which It is im- 
possible to cover in this short re- 
view. ‘The Division of Physiology has 
mage a reputation for itself mainly 
In the feld of nutrition,” Very valu- 
able spade work has ‘been accom- 
pilshed in the analysis of Chinese 
foods and in this connection "Dr. 
Read's experience in the fleld of Chi- 
‘nese medicine has of course been 
Invaluable. ‘The discovery of vita 
ming and the importance of accessory 
food factors has ied to the immediate 
application of this knowledge fo the 
study of Chinese diets and medicines 
‘nd it is remarkable how meny elini- 
‘cal signs and symptoms among Chi. 
nese patients can now be explained 
in terms of vitamin and mineral de- 
Aeieney. 

“The Division of Pathology has! 
continued its activities in applied 











jd |Search in the eld of Public Health. 


Tn parasitology snail borne diseases 
and in entomology mosquito borne 
diseases have occupied most of the 
time, In bacteriology important ad~ 
vanees have been made in our know- 
edge of the water vibrios in relation 
to the incidence of cholera and in 
immunology, an Important advance 
has been made in the serum treat- 
ment of typhoid fever, while the 
department of tissue pathology has 
conducted a diagnostic service to 
Which specimens are sent from all 
over China. 

“Last, but not least, should be men- 
toned the excellent work carried out 
by the Photographic Department in 
the dissemination of knowledge gain- 
ed by research, by illustration of 
Ieetures, publications and in the ac- 
curate objective record of scientife 
observations. 

hen one looks to the future it 
is obvious that the curtailment of 
staff, determined by the evacuation 
of 1937, has been a. serious set-back 
to the’ progress of the Institute but 
with a small staff much ean be done 
along academic lines which could not 
bbe done when outside claims were 
more insistent. Tt may be that 
through adversity we shall find our 
true position in the scheme of things 
and that with a new phase begun 
We can look forward to the fulure 
with some degree of optimism.”

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Nantao Blockade Relaxed

DAY is the Dragon Boat Festival of the Chinese, and no doubt 
it will be celebrated in many places in China and in countries 


outside China where there are 


large colonies of Chinese in the 


time-honoured way ‘with dragon boat races on canals, rivers and 


lake: 





the scattering of rice upon the waters, the eating of three- 


cornered cakes or puddings of glutinous rice, and the floating of 
small lanterns on the waters after dark. 

It is one of the most picturesque of the many annual festivals 
of the Chinese, “and was even more so in the days before the 


advent of the Republ: 





‘Today its main importance lies in the 


fact that it is one of the three settlement days during the year, 
when accounts are closed and outstanding debts collected—if 


possible, 

Falling oni the Sth Day of the Sth 
‘Moon, which is also known as the 
Dragon Moon, since the Chinese con- 
Stelation of the Dragon is at its| 
‘greatest altitude in the heavens at 
About this time, it belongs to the old- 
style Lunar calendar, and so Is a 
movable feast in relation to our 
Western or Gregorian calendar and 

+ the Chinese Nature calendar, which| 
are based on the apparent, moyements 
of the: Sun, ‘This year it comes 
‘earlier than ‘usual, as was the case 
with the Chinese New Year Festival. 

‘The Chinese call it the Wu Yueh 
Chien, which means the “Fifth Moon 
Festival” ‘The name “Dragon .Boat 
Festival” was given to it by’ the 
British when they first came to China 
because of the dragon boat races al- 
rendy mentioned: ‘Frequently these 
fare very spectacular, the boais being 
of special design, Jong and narrow, 
and ‘cach being provided with an 
‘orate dragon’s head at the bows and 
tall’ at the stern, as well as with 
ceremonial umbrellas and flags in the 
Shanghai area, but not {urther south. 
‘They are propelled by numerous 
enthusiasts using canoe-paddles, which 
ig a method of propulsion altogether 
different from those in general use 
‘on Chinese rivereratt.” ‘During the 
Yaces great excitement reigns and 
erowdd of spectators line the banks 
of the waterways cheering on to 
vietory the erews of their own village 
‘or community boat. 


Origin in Distant Antiquity 

‘The connection between the dragon 
and this festival has been a matter 
Of considerable speculation omongst 
Western savants and investigators 
‘The Chinese themselves do not ap- 
pear’ fo be able to offer a satisfactory 
explanation of the origin of the 
dragon boat races, which seems to be 
lost dn antiquity as far ag any actual 
yecords go. ‘Bredon and Mitrophanow | 
in their’ book. “The Moon Year." 
following De Groot, suggest that a 
Unle with the dragon might be found 
in an attempt at a very early period 
to propitiate the restiess spirits of 
people who had fallen into rivers or 
Takes and had been devoured by 
alligators, from which animal. they 
suggest that the Chinese lung or. 
Dragon, was derived. ‘This rite taking 
place at the time of the Summer 
Solstice. which was probably | the 
forerunner of the Fifth Moon Festival. 
became the custom to propitiaie the 
dragon, the Lord and Controller of| 
the Waters, with offerings of food. 

‘This theory, however, will not 
hear the test of investigation. Tn the 
first place the Chinese dragon was 
not derived from the alligator. but 
from the snake. as is proved by 
‘Shang Dynasty bone carvings, dating 
back fifteen oF so conturles before the 
Christian era. whieh show a creature 
with a serpent’s body. ‘no. lens oF 
wings, but with the head of a tiger. 
To this ‘motif, which can be traced 
down through the ages in the art- 
forms of China, were later added legs 
and other physieal attributes taken 
from other animals. 

In the second place the Chinese 
alligator, ‘now confined to certain 
shallow Takes in the lower valley of 
the Yangtze River, could never have 
Deon a man-eater. Tt is too small, 
its maximum length being between 
six “and seven feet, while th is| 
exiremely “docile, ts food consists 
mainly of molluscs, frogs and other 
aquatic ‘animals as ‘welll as of grase~ 
hoppers which. swarm in the reed 
beds of its marshy home. ‘The man- 
cating estuarine erocodile’ (Crocoditus 
porosus Schn.) could hardly have 
heen known” to the very” early 
Chinese, sinco it occurs in this coun- 
try only along the coasts of the 
extreme’ southwest and. even $0. but! 
rarely. Tn the third place the Chinese 
consider’ the dragon a benevolent 
ereature, the friend and protector of 
‘man, not one that devours people. 





























Merging of Ceremonial Functions 


It Is much more lkely that the 
Fifth Moon Festival as it is now 
celebrated actually represents the 
merging together of three distinct 
ceremonial functions. derived from 
tree entirely different sources. but: 
happening to come at about the same: 
time of year. ‘The first of these. it 
‘may be suggested. was the celebration 
of the Summer Solstice, the longest 
day of the year. whieh. being con- 
heeted with Sun’ worship. the oldest 
known cult, goes far back into pre- 
historie times. 





‘The second element: in the Fifth 
‘Moon Festival would appear to have 
come from the far south and to be 
‘of Indonesian origin. As. pointed out 
in a most iuminating paper by S.F. 
Balfour in the “Tien Hsia" magazine, 
‘entitled “Hongkong Before the Brit 
Ish." the long narrow crafts used in 
the dragon boat races are not typie- 
ally Chinese, but Indonesian in design. 
‘This long cance-like type of dragon 
boat is used today in Indo-China, 
‘Hongkong and on the southern main- 
and of China ag far north as Fukien. 
‘The old iocal postage stamps of Foo- 
chow showed a pieture of one of 
these boats. In the Shanghal area. 
however, the dragon boats are much 
wider and more like the ordinary 
Chinese sampan- But the use of the 
ganoe-paddles in propelling them and 
the longer narrower dragon boats of 
the south is most signifteant, for, as 
already pointed out. it is not a 
Chinese method of propulsion. On 
the other hand, it is typical of the 
whole of the Malayan and Indonesian 
region 

‘These facts, coupled with the scat 
fering of rice’ upon the waters during 
this festival and ‘the time of year at 
which it oceurs. strongly suggest that 
the ‘festival belonged to. the rice- 
culture people and was held with the 
object of ensuring a bountiful crop 
of this important cereal. 

















Commemoration of Statesman 

‘The third clement in the Fifth 
‘Moon Festival is found in the ex- 
planation, given’ by the Chinese, 
hamely, ‘that it commemorates. the 
death of the upright ‘minister’ Chu 
Yuan of the State of Chu late in the 
Chou Dynasty some 600 years before 
the Christian era, who. committed 
sulelde-by drowning in despair over 
the offieial corruption of “his day. 
‘This he explained in his famous poem 
entitled Li Sao which he penned be- 
fore drowning himself. ‘The people 
were so perturbed by his tragle de- 
mise that they offered sacrifices to 
his homeless spirit in the way of food 
thrown into the water. 

‘One day the legend runs. his spirit 
appeared to some devotees and  in-| 








formed them that, as their sacrifices 





reptile in the water. they ware no 
use to him. He told them to wrap 
the rice they offered in silk and bind 
the packets with five threads each of 
fa different colour. Such packets, he 
sald. the reptile would not dare to| 
touch. ‘This is the origin of the three- 
cornered packets of glutinous ice, 
which are eaten by the Chinese af 
this time as well os being thrown. 
Into creeks and rivers to appease the 
spirits of Chu Yuan and all other 
people who have been drowned and 
‘$0 have not been properly buried in 
thelr ancestral graveyards. Only to- 
day the broad leaves of reeds and 
the stalks of sedge take the place 
respectively. of the silk wrappings| 
‘and coloured threads ordered by Chu 
Yuan. ‘The lanterns floated upon the 
waters at night during this festival 
are to light the way of these wander- 
{ng homeless spirits.

No trace was found of the money

During the day yesterday detec 
tives of Hongkew ‘station followed 
up every available clue and rounded 
‘up @ number of suspects who were 
taken to the station and were tt 
Teased after questioning. ‘The Japun- 
ese authorities, it was learned, were 
‘conducting a thorough Investigation 
Ito the erime and further develop 
‘ments are expected soon. 

Military Address Used 

Among those questioned yesterday 
were a number of Chinese witnesses 
who saw the robbers depart ina 
green “ear which was traced to the 
Sung Dai Garage in Hongkew.

* How They Can Help 


To the Editor of the 
“Noni-Ciuna Darty News’ 
Sii—In veading over the editorials 
of your paper of May 28, I found an 
article on “Students in China.” 
thank you for your praise and care 
for the Chinese students. With this 
uratilude T want to bring to you and 
all British readers the love, respect 
and sympathy of the Chinese’ students 
toward Britain's cause of defending 
democratic civilization of the world. 
Especially we admire your spirit of 
“quiet. and firm resolve to see through 
to victory the greatest struggle in 
which the empire has ever been 
‘engaged for the preservation of those 
political principles of freedom and 
Justice upon which it Js founded.” 
May God’ bless Britain and her task 
and may the young lads of your: 
country perform the task to their 
utmost. 

‘You may: rest assured that the 
Chinese people are and will be al- 
ways with you until the world will 
be free from Fascist domination. A 
few of us. college students, discussed 
the problem as to how can China 
help Britain oub of her own national 
resistance. The following lines are a 
summary ‘of our discussion and it is, 
hoped that it will serve as a token 
of good will to all British readers 
of your paper. 

How can China help Britain and 
America out of her own war of re- 
Sistance? We feel that if only can 
China do her best part to hinder 
Japan's southward thrust which will 
take place in pace with Germany's 
actions In Europe, we are helping 
Britain and America greatly. “How 
ean we hinder Japan's southward 
thrust then? We feel that if only we

Japanese by starting large-scale of- 
Tensives throughout the front lines in 

China, we may be able to hinder 
Japan's “southward expansion effec 
tively.” And by so doing we are per- 
forming a task which contains a dual 
significance, Le. helping the demo- 
cracies to Aght’ with the Axis, and 
recovering our lost. territories and 
driving out the Japanese. 

'So the question is: how can wo 
start, offensives in the front ‘lines? 
‘We foel that unless we reiterate and 
vejuvenate our firm determination 
and faith to carry resistance to the 
end for the final victory, we will not 
be able to start offensives anywhere, 
uplift the morat of the people. and 
drive out the fifth columns. inside, 
all of which are bound to face hard 
ships and dimeulties in carrying out 
in the coming days. But one may 
ask: ‘can we carry resistance to the 
end? We certainly can. Four years 
of resistance have shown us clearly 
that the war of resistance is “a war 
of will and determination, eMeiency 
and unily of strength, instead of a 
war of machine and sclenee.” So it 
China can be more unified. if the 
Chinese people are better organized. 
if the systems can be more democratic 
aap the democracies hoped. so then we 
shall be completely well prepared 10 
slart for offensives. ‘Then it is out 
of the question that Britain, America 
and Russia will double their alds to 
China. ‘Then China will drive out all 
Japanese and recover even the ter- 
ritories in “Manchoukuo.” So if we 
will ‘realize the above-mentioned 
conditions. which we ean and ought 
{to realize, we can carry our resist 
ance to the end. And it is only by 
carrying our rosistance to the end 
that we can save our fellow country- 









































men from {orture, sufferings, and 
hardships” in the decupled ‘areas. 
especially those in 


‘And it is only by resistance to. th 
‘end that, we ‘can help Britain and 
‘America’ to Aght for the world’s 
‘Mrongest and most horrible enemy 
of freedom and justice, 

Perhaps one might say’ that China 
4s carrying on her war independently 
and for her,own sake. Why should 
‘We carry on our war in order to help 
Britain? As Chinese, we feel that 
‘our war should be carried on Ine 
dependently. and that we are work- 
ing for an’ independent. China tree 
from foreign domination. But it is 
clear tous that unless we carry 
resistance to the end, we cannot have 
‘an independent China and recover all 
our lost territories. With the Munich- 
‘appeasement lesson and with Japan's 
unlimited ambitions deeply impressed 
‘and known, any ‘"peace flirtation” can 
only be arranged “honourably" other 
‘wise it will mean “a fatal blow on 
the democracies and China them- 
selves.” And to say that to plot a 
peace with Japan is for the sake of 
the future of China is to say that it 
ie for the sake of their personal posi- 
tions and selfish interests. Further- 
more, other than our, own independ- 
fenee, why should we not help Britain 
and America? With so many aids, 
Soth financial and material, given to 
China already, are we not to help 
them’ in the ‘midst. of their most 
ctitieal "situation? Anybody with 
sense will certainly do his best to 
help them. ‘Moreover, except those 
pro-Japanese and .pro-German ‘fifth 
Columns inside. China. the whole 
Chinese nation is anxiously waiting 
for the advent of democracy.

If only a small amount has| 
formed: it canbe skimmed off os it 
gives an unpleasant flavour to the| 
Jam. if'a larger amount is present| 
/and has been there for some time. it

fof the jam from spores that fall from 
the afr on to the surface, This may 
be. prevented by pouring | melted 
parafine on the jam while still hot. 
Jars should always be covered with 
‘paper stuck on. or a metal cap. to) 
Keep dust from gathering.

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First Full Eye-Witness Story 
Of Great Naval Battle : 


London, May 31. 


WATCHED ‘the battle of giants which culminated in the sinking 
of Germany's new 35,000-ton “unsinkable” battleship Bismarck, 
Standing on the bridge of one of His Majesty's ships I saw 
the Hood go down only 200 or 300 yards away, with her guns 
still firing. So began the greatest naval epic of the war. 


‘The end of the “mighty Hood” was 
almost an. unbelievable nightmare, 
Shortly after the engagement began 
shells hit the 21-year-old batlle- 
cruiser, ‘There was a bright sheet of 
flame and she blew up. Pleces of 
mistal were thrown hundreds of feet 
into the air. and in a fow minutes alt 
that remained was a pall of ‘smoke 
hanging on the surface of the water 
‘anda few small pieces of wreckage. 

'Soon afierwards the battleship 
Prince of Wales was hit by a 15-inch 
shell, but damage was, slight. 

"The “battle of \giarts” was the 
climax {0 a chase by the Hood and 
the Prince of Wales 0 prevent the 
Bismarck breaking out into the Atlan 
tie to allack convoys, ‘The pursuit 
‘began off Tesland and’ continued hour 
after hour in the eerie half light of 
the “Aretie. night, 

The eruisers Suffolk and Norfolk, 
whieh had been shadowing the Bis- 
marek since she left Bergen, kept the 
ood and the Prince of Wales and 
other pursuers informed from. hour 
{o hour of the Bismarek’s movements. 
Never during that fateful night did 
irue darkness fall. Until. two oF 
three in the morning it was nearly 
fas light as day. ‘Then a fat, Teaden 
seymess settled in, reminiscent of a 
ull winter's afternoon in London. 

‘A chain of blinding snow’ squalls 
shed the  jet-black waters. At 
times. visibility fell to a few yards. 
Unhurvied minute caleulations. sug> 
ested that we should contact the Bis- 
marek at about 2 a.m. but at the last

She too had opened 
fire, “Then the Prince of Wales’ guns 
came into action, “Clouds of yellow 
cordite smoke enveloped her bridge. 
‘momentarily blotting out the view. 

‘The Hood is Hit 

‘To port the Hood, 200 or 300 yards 
away, surged forward on a parallel 
course. Fountains of water shot up 
in her wake. ‘The Hood ploughed on. 
‘Then suddenty she had been hit. A 
shell ot shells appeared to fall fust 
ahead of her atk. AS-inch gun 
turrets, A large fire broke out with 
4 thick black: smoke. 

‘What happened next wos a strang- 
ling, sickening sight. ‘There was a

‘The Prince of Wales never lost her 
fAghting efficiency, and her speed was 
rot impaired. ‘Then the Bismarck 
turned away, but only to be pursued 
‘that day and night and the next day 
over the Atlantic at high speed, 

“Twice during the night the Prince 
of Wales pumped out salvoes at her. 
‘Torpedo-vombers from the Victorious 
and the Ark Royal earried out attacks.

Range Closed Rapidly 

‘The officer said that In the ensuing 
Aght the Bismarck at one time closed 
the range s0 rapidly that it approach 
‘ed_ 10.000 yards in about eight minutes. 

“All our guns were beating on the 
enemy, and during the next quarter 
of an hour he took very “severe 
punishment. One ship fired from one 
‘angle, and another” from another 
direction. “His fore turret was soon 
‘ut of action and a large fire broke’ 
out amidships; but was quickly sub- 
ued, 

“However often the Bismarck was! 
hit, there was never any sign of a 
large rending explosion, “such 93 
‘would have caused the ship to sink. 
She continued to move at about 12 
knots. After the frst 25 minutes o 
50 her fire was intermittent and in- 
accurate. We did not receive one 
direct hit. The enemy made no action 
to surrender.

“Scaming at top speed various 
forces converged to intercept or over- 
take her.

objective, which was the delivery of the 
‘maments made in United States factories 
to Great Britain, without provoking a head~ 
‘on collision with the isolationists on the 
‘convoy issue, - 

‘The Administration approach to this 
obstacle to further aid for Britain was very 
similar to its approach to the problem of 
supplying her with arms despite her short- 
‘age of dollar exchange, The Johnson Act 
and the Neutrality act ‘prohibited loans or’ 
credits to war debt defauilers and belliger~ 
ents, Instead of attempting to overcome 
Congressional opposition to any modification 
or repeal of these Acts the Administration 
made a detour round them by its proposal 








to lend not dollars but war materials, 
Instead of attempting to overcome Con- 
gressional opposition to convoys the 


‘Administration sought to make a detour 
round It by finding some less controversial 
road to the same goal, 

It was apparent that Britain, faced with 
the necessity of maintaining her supremacy 
in the Mediterranean and guarding her own 
island waters against attack as well as 
watching developments round British south- 
ern Pacific territory, could not do the job of 
Atlantic convoying satisfactorily ‘alone. 
Britain alone could not keep the lease-lend | 
supply lines safe. ‘The Administration there- 
fore began to cast round for methods of} 
achieving the purpose of convoys without 
adopting them. ‘The instrument lay ready 
to hand in the Neutrality Patrol established 
shortly after the war “to see what was going 
fon” as the President phrased it. 

Later on the 21 American Republics estab- 
lished a so-called safety zone in which they 
asserted belligerent activities should not 
take place, It was popularly supposed that] 
the duties of the Neutrality Patrot were 
limited to the Safety Zone which extended 
roughly 300 miles off shore. But no state- 
ment was ever made officially that this was 
$0, ‘The delimitation of the Safety Zone did 
not place any restrictions upon the activities 
of the United States Neutrality Patrol, it 
merely defined part. of its activities, a part 
which Ip would undertake in a sense as a 
Pan-American agent. Its chief function’ 
remained that of “scoing what was going’ 
on” and reporting back to the United States, 

















‘Sudden and unprovoked aggression against! 
nation after nation in Europe increased the} 
need for knowledge of what was going on, 
need which did not come to an abrupt halt) 
at any artificially designated line. In carry-| 
ing out its primary function of recon 
naissanee the Neutrality Patrol could also 
warn shipping. ‘The patrol was @familiar| 
and accepted unit. It roused less fears if 
‘the familiar were expanded and given new 
duties than if some new programme were in~ 
augurated round which a _ psychological 
‘atmosphere of alarm had been created by 
isolationist exaggeration, 

Hence the President late in April an- 
nounced that the Neutrality Patrol would 
range the seven seas if need be searching 
for signs of the aggressors presence. He 
compared its work with that of | frontier 
scouts whose discovery of an Indian con~ 
\ centration even 200 miles away might save 

the covered waggon train from attack, This 
press conference may rank in importance 
With that of December 17 when the Lease 
and Lend policy was announced. The Pre~ 
sident did not say in so many words that 
the American fleet would be used to keep 
the seas free except within the combat zones 
designated under the Neutrality Act but the 
general impression he left on his audience 
was that such would be his policy. ‘They re- 
membered a stitement at an earlier April 
press conference that the protection of 
American shipping if attacked was a statu 
tory duty of the United States ‘navy, not a 
question of polley—it was on a par with 
saying that if New York was attacked it 
Would be defended. 














Secretary Hull stated plainly that the 
lease and Tend policy implied that the arms 
should get fo England. “Ways must be 





found to do this.” ‘The Secretary did not 
say What these “ways” were. But he dropped| 
fone hint when he declared earlier in the 
speech, “some among us doubtless with the 
best intentions still contend that our coun- 
try need not resist until armed forces of an 
invader shall have crossed the boundary 
ine of this hemisphere.” The war in the 
Secretary's view was closing in upon the 
United States,-she was in the war without) 
realizing it and without adequately resist- 
ing. 

‘The public sank from the pinnacle of 
hope to the depths of despair and as the 
President declared neither attitude was 
justified. ‘The war would not be won by a 
British sea vietory in the Mediterranean 
nor by a German land vietory in the Bal- 
Kans, Tt would be won or lost by the sue- 
cess which the U.S, achieved in keeping the 
main opponent of aggression, Britain, still 
fighting. In other words it would be won 
if the supply lines of the Lease and Lend Act 
were maintained. : 

‘The British Prime Minister in a timely 
speech drove home the importance of the 
President's decision to extend the use of the 
Neutrality Patrol by making it the basis for 
hhis confident hope that though the days 
seemed. dark there was light in the West, 
faeross the Atlantic, where the American 
President and people were, however slowly 
and cautiously, beginning to accept the in- 
evitable and move towards a more active 
participation in democracy's fight for life,

Actually that scene has come 
to my mind almost every morning this month 
‘ag T have watched sombre, slate-black herons] 
coming home in the early hours to roost in 
the tall trees: these are dark heavy-looking 
birds, totally unlike the picture painted in my 
mind’ by that bird at sea: yet they are pre- 
cisely the same bird; but when the head is 
drawn back Into the shoulders (and _ herons 
always ‘fly like that) the only sign ‘of the 

fellow neck” is a hardly noticeable bull patch 
between head and breast: thus do. circum- 
stances alter cases. These birds, by the way, 
are not the Night Herons (lighter in colour 
‘and miuch smaller) which have made them. 
selves known by thelr frequent appearances in 
the Avenue Haig: the Yellow-necked Heron 
of which I am writing was mentioned by Styan 
in his notes many years ago as Ardetta favi.
